is therefore essential ‘that the 
doubling hand should contain'a de- 
finite-minimum of: honour strength, 
and ‘besides being. so strong _ dis- 
tributionally as ¢o stand partner's 
weakest response without any serl- 
ous oss, or have another bid fo 
reserve, 

The minimum requirements for a 
take-out double are: 

1. Three honour tricks divided 
in three sults, or 

2. Three honour tricks in- at 
{least 2 suits and a fair. biddable 
suit contalning 4 trump tricks. 

If the doubled hid is one no- 
trump, the doubler” must hold 
3 honour tricks and in addi- 
tion four spades ‘and four hearts, ‘or 
at least 4 honour tricks. 

A sharp distinction must be 
made between take-out doubles of 
a suit and no-trump: bid. When 
doubling a.no-trump bid for a take- 
out, the doubling hand should’ con- 
sider that - vulnerable no-trump 
bids are not only considerably 
stronger, but that the strength is 
distributed in at least three suits. 
Equally is the. position of the no- 
trump bidder (either to the left or 
the right of doubler) of most im- 
portant consideration. 

The most Important point is to 
distinguish between doubling when 
vulnerable and doubling when not 
‘joulnerable. This {s'on*account of 
the great difference in the penalties 
which might occar in case doubler’s 
partner should hold a blank hand 
It {fs therefore necessary for 
doubler, sf vulnerable, to hold « 
fairly powerful escape trump. suit. 

jponses 

The success of the take-put 
doube deperds upon the logical and 
exact {inferences conveyed in the 
responses of doubler’s partner, The 
responses are forced when the 
Gpponent on the left of doubler 
passes; Sf he bids the. partner is 
released from his obligations’ and 
his responses are free. The. only 
excuse which would justify pass-
